Sec.  3.— Tlie  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  secured  to  all,  and  re- 
main inviolate  forever;  but  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived  by  the  parties  in 
all  civil  cases,  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  in  civil  oases, 
if  three-fourths  of  the  jurors  agree  upon  a  verdict,  it  sliall  stand,  and 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  verdict  by  the  whole  Jury;  provided, 
tl\e  Legislature,  by  a  law  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch  thereof,  may  require  a  unanimous  verdict,  not- 
withstanding this  provision.

Sec.  7. — All  persons  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties;  unless 
for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presum])tion  great. 
Sec.  8. — No  person  shall  be  tried  for  a  capital  or  oth<^r  infamous 
crime  (except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  in  cases  of  the  militia  when 
in  actual  service,  and  the  land  and  naval  forces  in  time  of  war,  or-whicli 
tliis  St^rte  may  keep  with  the  consent  of  Congress  in  time  of  peare-,  and 
in  cases  of  petit  larceny,  under  the  regulation  of  the  Legislature,)  except 
on  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury^and  in  any  trial  in  any 
court  whatever,  the  party  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear  and  defend 
in  person,  and  with  counsel,  as  in  civil  actions.

private  property  be  taken  for  public  use  without  just  compensation  hav- 
ing been  first  made  or  secured,  except  in  cases  of  war,  riot,  fire  or  great 
j)ublic  peril,  in  which  case  compensation  shall  be  afterward  made. 
*  ^r  S^^-  ^- — Every  eitiBe.R  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  sen- 
■^*  timents  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right,  and 
no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the 
press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  and  civil  actions  for  libels,  the  truth 
may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jurj",  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury 
that  the  matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good 
motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted  or  exoner- 
ated. 

Sec.  10.— The  people  shall  have  the  right  freely  to  assemble  togeth- 
er to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  representatives,  and 
to  petition  theJjegislature  for  redress  of  grievances. 


Sec.  11. — The  military  shall  be  subordinate  to  the  civil  power,  S.© 
standing  array  shall  be  maintained  by  this  State  in  time  of  peace^  »»d4« 
ti»©-of -^waj--ao'-tiTcypt^priaiion  for-a  standing  army  shall  be  for  a  longer 
time  than  two  years. 

Sec.  12.— No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
liouse  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
tlie  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  13.— Representation  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  popula- 
tion. 

Sec.  14.— Tlie  privilege  of  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  necessary  comforts 
of  life  shall  be  recognized  by  wholesome  laws,  exemptinsr  a  reasonable 
amount  of  property  from  seizure  or  sale  for  payment  of  any  debts  or 
liabilities  hereafter  contracted;  and  there  shall  be  no  imprisonment  for 
debt,  except  in  cases  of  fraud,  libel  or  slander,  and  no  person  shall  be 
imprisoned  for  a  militia  fine  in  time  of  peace. 
/  Sec.  15.— No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impaudng 

^V^the  obligation^ontracts  shall  ever  be  passed. 

Sec.  16. — Foreigners  who  are,  or  who  may  hereafter  become,  bona 
fide  residents  of  this  State,  shall  enjoy  the  same  rights  in  respect  to  the 
possession,  enjoyment  and  inlieritance  of  property  as  native-born  citi- 
zens. 

Sec.  17. — Neither  slavery ^nor  involuntary  servitude^  unless  for  the 
punishment  of  crimes,  shall  ever  be  tolerated  in  this  State. 

Sec.  18.— The  riglit  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches 
shall  not  be  violated;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  on  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  or 
places  to  be  searched,  and  the  person  or  persons,  and  thing  or  things  to 
be  seized. 

Sec.  19.— Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  adhering  to  its  enemies  or  giving  them  aid  and  comfort. 
And  no  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of 
t^^jvi^n^sse§  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court. 


Sec.  20.— [The  right  of  citiw^Hs  to  keep  and  bear  arms,  for  common 
defence,  shall  |iot  be  questioned. 

Sec.  1. — Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  (not  Jaoonng 
under  the  disabilities  named  in  this  Constitution)  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  and  upwards,  who  shall  have  actually  and  not  constructively 
resided  in  the  State  six  months,  and  in  the  district  or  county  tliirty  days 
next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  that 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  elected  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  the  electx^rs  at  such  election;  promded,  that  no  person 
who  has  or  may  be  convicted  of  treason  or  felony,  in  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  imless  restored  to  civil  rigVits,  and  no  person 
wlio,  after  arriving  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  shall  liave  voluntarily 
borne  arms  against  the  United  States,  or  held  civil  or  military  office  under 
the  so-called  Confederate  States,  or  either  of  them,  unless  an  amnesty 
be  granted  to  such  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  no  idiot  or  insane; 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  an  elector. 


Sec.  2. — For  tlie  purposes  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to 
liave  gained  or  lost  a  residence  by  reason  of  liis  presence  or  absenr;^ 
wliiJe  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  Sfcites,  nor  w^hile  engaged  in 
the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  the  UniU'd  Stjites,  or  of  tlie  high  seas; 
nor  while  a  student  of  any  seminary  of  learning;  nor  while  kopt  at  any 
alms  hous(i  or  other  asylum,  at  public  exj^ense;  nor  while  confined  m 
any  public  prison. 

Sec.  8. — The  right  of  suffrage  shall  be  (^njoyc^d  by  all  persons  other- 
wise entitled  to  the  same  who  may  be  in  the  military  or  naval  servicer 
of  the  United  States;  provided^  Wm  votes  so  cast  shall  Ix^  made  to  apply 
to  the  county  and  townshij)  of  which  said  voters  were  boiui  fide  residents 
at  the  time  of  their  enlistment,  and,  promded  furtJier ^  that  the  payment 
of  a  poll  tax  or  a  registration  of  such  voters  shall  not  Ix?  required  as  a 
condition  to  the  riglit  of  voting.  Provisions  shall  1x3  made  by  law  regu- 
lating the  manner  of  voting,  holding  elections  and  making  returns  of 
such  elections,  wherein  other  provisions  are  not  contained  in  this  Consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  4. — During  the  day  on  wViich  any  general  election  shall  Ix' 
held  in  this  State,  no  qualified  elector  sliall  be  arrested  by  virtue  of  any 
civil  process. 

Sec.  5. — h\\  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  all 
elections  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  ^all  be  mca 
wee. 

Sec.  6. — Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  registration  of  the 
names  of  the  electors  within  tlie  counties  of  which  they  may  be  resi- 
dents, and  for  the  ascertainment,  by  proper  proofs,  of  the  persons  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  suffrage,  as  hereby  established,  to  pre- 
sHFve  the  purity  of  elections  and  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  and 
making  returns  of  the  same;  and  the  Legislature  shall  have  power  to 
prescribe  by  law  any  other  or  future  rules  or  oaths  as  may  be  deemfed 
necessary,  as  a  test  of  electoral  qualification. 

Sec.  7. — The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  payment  of 
an  annual  poll  tax  of  not  less  than  two  or  exceeding  four  dollars  from 
each  male  person  residing  in  the  State,  between  the  ages  of  twenty  om^ 
and  sixty  years,  (uncivilized  American  Indians  excepted,)  one  lialf  to  b<> 
applied  for  State,  and  one  half  for  county  i)urposes;  and  the  Ijegislaturc 
may,  in  its  discretion,  make  such  payment  a  condition  to  the  right  of 
voting. 

Sec.  8. — All  persons  qualified  by  law  to  vote  for  representatives  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  on  the  twenty-first 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  all  other 
persons  who  maj^  be  lawful  voters  in  said  Territory  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  September  next  following,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  directly  upon 
the  question  of  adopting  or  rejecting  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  III.— Distribution  of  Powers. 
Sec.  1. — The  powers  of  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Nevada 
shall  be  di\aded  into  three  separate  departments — the  Legislative,  tlie 
Executive  and  the  Judicial;  and  no  person  charged  with  the  exercise  of 
powers  properly  belonging  to  one  of  these  departments  shall  exercise 
any  functions  appertaining  to  either  of  the  others,  except  m  the  cases 
herein  expressly  directed  or  pennitted. 


ARTICLE  r\^. — Legislative  Department. 

Sec.  1. — Tlie  Legislative  antliority  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Senate  and  Assembly,  which  shall  be  designated  "The  Legislature  oftlie 
State  of  Nevada,"  and  the  session  of  such  Legislature  shall  be  held  at 
the  seat  of  government  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2. — The  sessions  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  bienniel,  and  shall 
commence  on  the  tirst  Monday  of  January  next,  ensuing  the  election 
of  members  of  the  Assembly,  unless  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall,  in 
the  interum,  convene  the  Legislature  by  proclamation. 

Sec.  3. — The  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  biennially, 
by  tlie  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts,  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  tirst  Monday  in  November,  and  their  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  two  years  frpm  the  day  next  after  their  election. 

Sec.  4. — Senators  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  time  and  places  as 
members  of  the  Assembly,  b}^  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective 
districts,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years  from  the  day  next 
after  their  election. 

Sec.  5. — Senators  and  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  duly  qual- 
ified electors  in  the  respective  counties  and  districts  which  they  represent, 
:ind  the  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one  third  nor  more 
than  one  half  of  that  of  t}ie  members  of  the  Assembly. 

Sec.  6. — Each  House  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  its  own  members,  choose  its  own  officers,  (except  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate),  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and  may 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and  with  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  a  member. 

Sec.  7. — Eitlier  House,  during  the  session,  may  punish,  by  impris- 
onment, any  person  not  a  member  who  shall  have  been  guilty  of  disre- 
spect to  the  House  by  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behaviour  in  its  pres- 
ence ;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  session. 

Sec.  8. — No  Senator  or  Member  of  Assembly  shall,  during  the  tenn 
for  which  he  sliall  liave  been  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  ap- 
pointed, to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  tliis  State  which  shall  liave  been 
cn^ated,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased  during 
such  term,  except  such  office  as  maybe  filled  by  elections  by  the  people. 
Sp:c.  9. — No  person  liolding  any  lucrative  office  under  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  otlier  power,  shall  b(;  eligible  to  any  civil  of- 
fice of  profit  under  this  State;  provided,  that  Postmasters  whose  com- 
pensation does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  or  Commis- 
s'oners  of  Deeds,  shall  not  be  deemed  as  liolding  a  lucrative  office. 

Sec.  10. — Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  the  embezzlement  or 
defalcation  of  the  public  funds  of  this  State,  or  who  may  bi^  convicted  of 
having  given  or  offered  a  bribe  to  procure  his  election  or  appointment  to 
office,  or  received  a  bribe  to  aid  in  the  procurement  of  office  for  any  other 
person,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  in 
tliis  State  ;  and  the  Legislature  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  provide  by 
law  for  the  punishment  of  such  defalcation,  briberj'^  or  embezzlement  as 
a  felony, 
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Sec.  11 — Members  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  on 
civil  process  during  the  session  of  the  I>»gislature,  and  for  tif-teen  dayA 
next  before  the  commencement  of  each  session. 

Sec.  12. — When  vaca»e^  occur  in  either  House,  the  Governor  shall 
issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  13. — A  majoirty  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  but  a  smaller  numbHr  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  mem- 
bers in  such  a  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Sec.  14. — Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  own  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  published,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  three  members 
present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  15. — The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  kept  open  during  its  ses- 
sion, except  the  Senate  while  sitting  in  executive  session  ;  and  neither 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  tlian  three  days, 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  holding  their 
session. 

Sec.  16. — Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  Ix^gislature, 
and  all  bills  passed  by  one  may  be  amended  in  the  other. 

Sec.  17. — Each  law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  shall  embrace  but  one 
subject  and  matter  properly  connected  tlierewith,  which  subject  sliall  be 
brietiy  expressed  in  the  title  ;  and  no  law  shall  be  revised  or  amended  b}' 
reference  to  its  title  only  ;  but,  in  such  case,  the  Act  as  revised,  or  section 
as  amended,  shall  be  re-enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Sec.  18. — Every  bill  sliall  be  read  by  sections  on  three  sc^veral  days  in 
eacli  house,  unless  in  case  of  emergency  two-thirds  of  the  house  where 
such  bill  may  be  pending  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this 
rule  ;  but  the  reading  of  a  bill  by  sections,  on  its  final  passage,  shall  in 
no  case  be  dispensed  with,  and  tlie  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  every  bill 
or  joint  resolution  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  to  be  enten'd  on  the 
iournals  of  each  house  ;  and  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to 
each  house  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  every  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and 
all  bills  or  joint  resolutions  so  passed  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
officers  of  tlie  respective  houses,  and  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and 
Clerk  of  tlie  Assembly. 

Sec.  19. — No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but  in  conse- 
quence of  appropriations  made  by  law.  An  accurate  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public  money  shall  be  attached  to  and 
published  with  the  laws  at  every  regular  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  20. — The  Legislature  shall  not  pass  local  or  special  laws  in  any 
of  the  following  enumerated  cases,  that  is  to  say  : 

Regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  and 
of  Constables : 

For  the  punishment  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  : 

Regulating  the  practice  of  Courts  of  Justice  ; 

Providing  for  changing  the  venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases : 

Granting'  divorces  : 

Changing  the  names  of  persons : 

Vacating  roads,  town  plots,  streets,  alleys  and  public  squares  : 


Summoning  and  empanneling  grand  and  petit  juries  and  providing  for 
tlieir  compensation  : 
Regulating  county  and  townsliip  business : 
Regulating  the  election  of  county  and  township  officers : 
For  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for  State,  county  and  town- 
ship purposes : 

Providing  for  opening  and  conducting  elections  of  State,   county  or 
township  officers,  and  designating  the  places  of  voting  : 

Providing  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  belonging  to  miners  or  other  per- 
sons laboring  under  legal  disabilities. 

Sec.  21. — In  all  cases  enumerated  in  the  preceding  section,  and  in 
all  other  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made  applicable,  all  laws 
shall  be  general  and  of  uniform  operation  throughout  tiie  State. 

Sec.  22. — Provision  may  be  made  by  general  law  for  bringing  suit 
against  the  State,  as  to  all  liabilities  originating  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution. 

Sec.  23. — The  enacting  clause  of  every  law  shall  be  as  follows: 
"The  People  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows,"  and  no  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill. 

Sec.  24. — No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  State,  nor  shall  the 
sale  of  lotterj^  tickets  be  allowed. 

Sec.  25. — The  Legislature  shall  establish  a  system  of  county  and 
township  government,  which  sliall  be  uniform  throughout  the  State. 

Sec.  26. — Tlie  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  a 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  each  county,  and  such  County  Com- 
missioners shall,  jointly  and  individually,  perform  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  27. — Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  serving  on  juries,  all 
persons  not  qualified  electors  of  this  State,  and  all  persons  who  shall 
have  been  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury,  forgery,  larceny,  or  other 
high  crimes,  unless  restored  to  civil  rights;  and  laws  shall  be  passed 
regulating  elections  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue 
intluence  thereon  from  power,  bribery,  tumult  or  other  improper  practice. 

Sec.  28. — No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury  as  sal- 
ary or  compensation  to  any  officer,  or  employe  of  the  Legislature,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  except  in  cases  where  such  salary  or  compensation 
has  been  fixed  by  a  law  in  force  prior  to  the  election  or  appointment  of 
such  officer  or  employe  of  tlie  Legislature,  or  either  brancli  thereof,  at 
such  session;  provided^  that  tliis  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  the  first 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  29. — The  first  regular  session  .  of  the  Legislature,  under  this 
Constitution,  may  extend  to  ninety  days,  but  no  subsequent  regular  ses- 
sion shall  exceed  sixty  days,  nor  any  special  session,  convened  by  the 
(xovernor,  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  30. — A  homestead,  as  provided  by  law,  shall  be  exempt  from 
forced  sale  under  any  process  of  law,  and  shall  not  be  alienated  without 
the  joint  consent  of  husband  and  wife,  when  that  relation  exists:  but  no 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  sale  for  taxes,  or  for  the  payment  of  ob- 
liorations  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  said  premises,  or  for  the  erection 
of  improvements  thereon;  providedy  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  process  of  law  obtained  by  virtue  of  a  lien  given  by  tin.' 
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r()iis<'nt  of  bothhiisbaml  and  \vif.>;  und  laws  shall  b.'  Hnar-tnrl  ppovidinR 
lor  the  rcrordini^M)!'  8urli  liomesteud  within  the  county  in  wliich  tlw  .sjiinH 
sliall  b(»  situatiMl.  .    ,         .» 

Skc.  :n.— All  property,  botli  T<'al  and  personal,  of  the  wifo,  own«'d 

(.r  rlainiod  by  hrr  b.'fon'  Tiiarria'jr*',  and  that  a'V|iiin'd  afr«Twards  by  f^ift, 
d.'visi'  or  desoiMit,  shall  Ic  Ikt  s-'paniw  ])n.p.'rtv;  and  laws  shall  N» 
passed  more  clearly  ddinini?  tilt'  ri-rlits  of  th»'  wif*  in  n'lation,  as  wrll 
to  Iht  separah' property  as  to  that  Ik'M  in  eoniiiion  with  Ilt  husband. 
Ijaws  shall  also  be  i)assed  providing  for  tlui  resi<;nation  of  the  vife's 
separate  })ro])<'rt\'. 

y^^.^  Ijo, — The  Tje^rislatun'  shall  jirovid^  for  the  «»l<'r-tion,  by  the 
pcoyile,  of  a  Clerk  of  the  Supn-nie  Conrt,  County  Clerks,  Cotmty  H^*- 
corders,  who  shall  be  rx  ojflc/'n  Countv  Auditors,  Distriet  Attorneys, 
Sheriffs,  County  Surveyors, "Public  Administrators,  and  other  nerjpssary 
oflieers,  and  tix,  by  law,  their  duties  and  eomp'»ns.'»tion.  County  Clerkf* 
shall  be  rx  ojjicio  Clerks  of  Courts  of  Hi'cord,  and  «»f  the  I^xirds  of 
('ounty  C<iiuniissioners,  in  and  for  their  resjM*ctlv(*  rounties. 

Sec.  :i:}.— The  luenibers  of  the  I>>i,Ms1atun'  sliall  n-eeive  for  their  Sff- 
vires,  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  ji:iid  out  of  the  public 
tntisury;  but  no  inen'ast^  of  sueli  (u)mpensation  shall  take  etfect  durini; 
the  term  for  which  the  members  of  eitlier  lions*'  shall  have  lHM»n  eleet*»d; 
provided^  that  an  appropriation  may  be  made  for  the  payn4ent  of  such 
actual  ex'pens«'S  as  members  of  the  J>'L:islature  may  in-Mir  for  pijstaixe, 
express  ohar^n's,  newspapers  and  stationery,  not  exciM'dint,'  the  sum  of 
sixty  dollars  for  any  treiiend  or  sjx'cial  s<*ssion,  to  ea-'li  merulx-r,  r/////, 
/V/,;7/i^'r/;/or^ />ror/d!(^«^,  that  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  Lieuten- 
":int-(Jovernor  as  President  of  the  St'uate,  shall  each,  durln";  the  time  of 
their  actual  att^^ndance  as  nuo\\  presidim:  otiicers,  n'ceive  an  additional 
allowance  of  two  dollars  per  diem. 

Si.;{\  ;u. — In  all  elections  for  Cnit^'d  St:it4»s  Senators,  su'h  eler-tions 
shall  be  held  in  joint  convention  of  both  hour's  of  the  I>'_:islatun'.  It 
sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  I>»p;islature  which  convenes  next  })re(;edin.:r  the 
ex])iration  of  the  tenn  of  such  Senator  to  elect  his  successor.  If  a  va- 
cancy in  such  S<»natorial  n-presentation  occur,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Ive<j:islature  tlieu  in  session,  or  at  the  succeedini,'  session  tlM'n-of,  to  sup- 
l)ly  such  vacancy.  If  the  I^'irislature  shall,  at  any  time  as  lier«'in 
])rovid<'d,  fail  to'unite  in  a  Joint  convention  within  twenty  days  after  the 
commencement  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  for  tlie  election  [of  | 
such  Senator,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  (xovernor,  by  pn)c]amation,  to 
convene  the  two  houses  of  the  Lf^^islature  in  Joint  convention  within  not 
less  than  five  days  nor  (^xceedinn:  ten  days  from  the  ])nblication  of  his 
proclamation;  and  the  Joint  convention,  when  so  assi-mbled,  shall  j)ro- 
ceed  to  elect  the  Senator  as  ht^rein  i)rovided. 

Si:r.  35. — Every  bill  which  may  have  passed  the  Li^^islature  shall, 
befoR^  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  Ik^  approve  it, 
he  shall  si.ijn  it;  but  if  not,  he  sliall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the 
hous<'  in  which  it  oriixinated,  which  house  shall  cause  such  (objections  to 
be  entered  upon  its  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such 
reconsideration,  it  again  pass  botli  houses  by  yeas  and  nays,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  houst^,  it  shall  Ix'come  a  law, 
notwithstanding  the  Goyernor's  objections.     If  an 3- bill  shall  not  be   re- 
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turned  within  live  days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  (Sun- 
day excepted),  exclusive  of  the  day  on  which  he  received  it,  the  same 
shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legisla- 
ture, by  its  final  adjournment,  prevent  such  return,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  a  law,  unless  the  Governor,  within  ten  days  next  after  the  adjourn- 
ment (Sundays  excepted),  shall  file  such  bill,  with  his  objections  there- 
to, in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before 
the  Legislature  at  its  next  session,  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  re- 
turned by  the  Governor;  and  if  the  same  shall  receive  the  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  eacli  branch  of  tlie  Legislature,  upon  a 
vote  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  to  be  entered  upon  the  journals  of  each 
house,  it  shall  become  a  law. 

ARTICLE  V. — Executive  DEPART3fENT. 

Sec.  1  .■ — The  supreme  executive  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Chief  Magistrate,  who  sliall  be  Governor  of  the  State  of  Nevada. 

Sec.  2. — The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  at 
the  time  and  places  of  voting  for  members  of  tlie  Legislature,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  time  of  his  installation,  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  qualified. 

Sec.  H. — No  person  sliall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  who  is 
not  a  qualified  elector,  and  who,  at  the  time  of  such  election,  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  twenty -five  years,  and  who,  except  at  the  first  election 
under  the  Constitution,  shall  not  have  been  a  citizen  resident  of  this 
State  for  two  years  next  preceding  the  election. 

Sec.  4. — The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor,  and  other  State 
officers  voted  for  at  the  general  election,  shall  be  sealed  up  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  seat  of  government, directed  to  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  on 
the  tiiird  Monday  of  December  succeeding  such  election,  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Associate  Justices,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  open  and 
canvass  the  elec^tion  returns  for  Governor  and  other  State  officers,  and 
forthwith  dec 'are  the  resuJt  and  publish  the  names  of  the  persons 
elected.  The  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the  respec- 
tive offices  sliall  be  declared  elected;  but  in  case  any  two  or  more  have, 
an  equal  and  the  liighest  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  Legis- 
lature shall,  by  joint  vote  of  both  houses,  elect  one  bi  said  persons  to  fill 
said  office. 

Sec.  5. — The  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military 
forces  of  this  State,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  6. — He  shall  transact  all  executive  business  witli  the  officers  of 
the  government,  civil  and  military,  and  may  require  information  in  writ- 
ing from  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Department,  upon  any  subject  re-^ 
lating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec^  7. — He  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sj^c^  8, — When  any  office  shall,  from  any  cause,  become  vacant, 
and  no  mode  is  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  for  filling  such 
vacancy,  the  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  sucli  vacancy  by 
granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire  at  the  next  election  and 
qualification  of  the  person  elected  to  such  office. 
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Sec.  9. — The  Governor  may,  on  extraordinarj'-  oooasions,  convene 
tlie  Legislature,  by  proclamation,  and  sliall  state  to  both  houst;s,  wliPii 
organized,  the  purpose  for  which  they  have  been  convened;  and  the 
Legislature  shall  transact  no  legislative  business  except  that  for  which 
they  were  specially  convened,  or  such  other  le<^islative  business  as  the 
Governor  may  call  to  the  attention  of  the  I>\2:islature  wliilo  in  s<^ssion. 

Sec.  10. — He  sliall  communicate,  b}^  message,  to  the  Lf^Lrislature,  at 
every  regular  session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  siioh 
measures  as  lie  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  11. — In  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  hous<'s,  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  the  Legislature  to  sucli  time  as  he  may  think  proper;  proDidndy 
it  be  not  beyond  the  time  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  I>^gislature. 

Sec.  12. — No  person  shall,  while  holding  any  office  under  the  Unit«Ml 
States  Government,  hold  the  office  of  Governor,  except  as  herein 
expressly  provided. 

Sec.  13. — The  Government  shall  liave  the  power  to  suspend  the  col- 
lection of  lines  and  forfeitures,  and  grant  reprieves  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty  days,  dating  from  the  time  of  conviction,  for  all  offenses, 
except  in  cases  of  impeacliment.  Upon  conviction  for  tr(\'is()n,  he  sliall 
have  power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  meeting,  wlien  the  Legislatun^ 
shall  either  pardon,  direct  tlie  execution  of  the  sentence,  or  grant  a  fur- 
ther reprieve.  And  if  the  Legislature  should  fail  or  refust^  to  make  final 
disposition  of  such  cas<^,  the  sentence  shall  be  enforced  at  sucli  time  and 
place  as  tlie  Governor,  by  his  order,  may  direct.  Tlie  Governor  shall 
eommunicate  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  beginning  of  every  session,  every 
case  of  fine  or  forfeiture  remitted,  or  reprieve,  pardon,  or  commutation 
granted,  stating  the  name  of  tlie  convict,  the  crime  of  which  he  was  con- 
victed, the  sentence,  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  remission,  commuta- 
tion, pardon  or  reprieve. 

Sec.  14. — The  Governor,  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Attor- 
ney-Greneral,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  of  whom  the  Governor  shall  be 
one,  may,  upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  limitations  and  restric- 
tions as  they  may  think  proper,  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  commute 
punishments,  and  grant  pardons,  after  convictions,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason  and  impeachments,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons. 

Sec,  15, — There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially,  and  shall  be  called  "The  Great 
Seal  of  the  State  of  Nevada."  ; 

Sec.  16. — All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  b}- 
the  authority  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  sealed  with  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
State,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretar^^  of 
State. 

Sec.  17.— a  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  places,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  tlie  Governor,  and  his  term  of  of- 
fice, and  his  eligibility  shall  also  be  the  same.  He  shall  be  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  only  have  a  casting  vote  tlierein.  If,  during  a  va- 
cancy of  tlie  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  sliall  be  im 
peached,  displaced,  resign,  die,  or  become  incapable  of  performing  the 
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duties  of  the  office,  or,  be  absent  from  tbe  State,  the  Prt^sldent  'pro  tempor^e 
of  tlie  Senate  shall  act  as  Governor,  until  the  vacancy  be  filled  or  the  dig- 
ability  cease.  .i 

Sec.  18. — In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his^re- 
moval  from  office,  death,  inability  to  discharge  tlie  duties  of  the  said 
office,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor  for  the  residue  of 
the  term,  or  until  the  disability  sliall  cease.  But  when  the  Goverijor 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  be  out  of  tlie  State  in  time  of 
war,  and  at  the  head  of  any  n^ilitary  force  thereof,  he  shall  continue 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State. 

Sec.  19. — A  Secretary  of  State,  a  Treasurer,  a  Controller,  a  Surveyor- 
General,  and  an  Attorney -General,  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Governor.  The  term  of  office  of 
each  shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed  for  the  Governor.  Any  elector 
shall  be  eligible  to  either  of  said  offices. 

Sec.  20. — The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  tlie  offi- 
cial acts  of  the  Legislative  and  Executive  Departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  shall,  wiien  required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  matters  relative 
thereto,  before  either  branch  of  the  Lfeirislature. 

Sec.  21. — The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and  Attorney-General 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  which  board 
shall  have  such  supervision  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  State  Prison 
as  may  be  provided  by  law.  They  shall  also  constitute  a  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, with  power  to  examine  all  claims  against  the  State,  (except  s^al- 
aries  or  compensation  of  officers  fixed  by  law,)  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  prf'scribed  by  law.  And  no  claim  against  the  State  (ex- 
cept salaries  or  compensation  of  officers  fixed  by  law,)  shall  be  passed 
upon  by  the  Legislature,  without  having  been  considered  and  acted  upon 
by  said  "Board  of  Examiners. " 

Sec.  '2!2. — The  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer,  State  Controller, 
Surveyor-General,  Attorney-General  and  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  yi.— Judicial  Department. 

Sec.  1. — Tlie  Judicial  power  of  this  State  sliall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court,  District  Courts,  and  in  Justices  of  the  Peace.  The  Leg- 
islature may  also  establish  Courts  for  mnnicipal  purposes  only,  in  incor- 
porated cities  and  towns. 

Sec.  2. — The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  two 
Associate  Justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  'pro- 
dded^ tliat  the  Legislature,  by  a  majority  of  all  tlie  members  elected  to 
each  branr^h  thereof,  ma}^  provide  for  the  election  of  two  additional  Asso- 
ciate Justices,  and  if  so  increased,  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Court  shall  be  necessary  to  render 
a  decision. 

Sec.  3.— The  Justices  of  tlie  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the 

?|ualilied  electors  of  the  State  Jj^t.tlu;  general  election,  and  shall  hold  office 
or  the  term  of  six  years  from  and  including  the  first  Monday  of  January 
next  succeeding  their  election;  promded^  that  there  shall  be  elected,  at 
the  first  election  under  tliis  Constitution,  three  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
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Court,  who  shall  liold  o^ce  from  and  including  tlie  first  Monday  of  De- 
cember, A.  B.  eis^hteen  hundred  ahd  sixty-four,  and  continue  in  olfic<^ 
thereafter  two,  four  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  and  including  tl«^ 
first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeditig  their  elec^on.  Thej  siiall  meet 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  their  election  and  (lualitication,  aud  at  their 
tirst  meeting  shall  determine,  bj^  lot,  the  term  of  office  each  shall  fill, 
and  the  Justice  drawing  the  shortest  t(irm  shall  be  Chief  Justice,  and 
after  the  expiration  of  his  t^rm,  the  orie  having  tlie  next  shortest  term 
shall  be  Chief  Justice,  after  wliich  the  »niior  Justice  in  commission  shall 
be  Chief  Justice.  And  in  case  the  conmiission  of  any  two  or  more  of  said 
Justices  shall  bear  the  same  date,  they  sliall  detennine  by  lot  who  shall 
be  Chief  Justice.  " 

Sec.  4.— The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  in  e,quity;  also,  in  all  cases  at  law  in  which  is  involved  the  title  or 
right  of  possession  to,  or  the  possession  of,  real  estate  or  mining  claims, 
or  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  asSessement,  toll  or  municipal  fine,  or 
in  which  tlie'  demand  (exclusive  of  interest,)  or  the  value  of  the  property 
in  coiitroverf^y  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars;  also,  in  all  other  civil 
cases  not  included  in  the  general  sub-division  of  law  and  ecjuity,  and 
also  on  questions  of  law  alone,  in  all  criminal  cases  in  whi*"!!  tlie  oflRmce 
charged  amounts  to  felony.  'Flie  Cpurt  shall  also  have  power  to  issu<' 
writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari,  prohibition,  quo  warranto  and  habeas  cor- 
pus, and  also  all  writs  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete  exercise  of  its 
appellate  jurisdiction.  Kach  Of  the  Justices  shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  part  of  the  State  Upon  petition  by,  or  on 
behalf  of  any  person  held  in  actual  custody,  and  may  make  such  writs 
returnable  before  himself  or  the  Supreme  Court,  or  before  any  District 
Court  in  the  State,  or  before  any  Judge  of  said  Courts. 

Sec.  5. — The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  nine  judicial  Districts,  of 
which  the  coi^nty  of  Storey  shall  constitute  the  first;  the  county  of 
Onnsby  flie  second;  the  county  of  Lyon  the  third;  the  county  of  Washoe 
tlie  fourth;  the  counties  of  Nye  and  Churchill  the  fifth;  the  county  of 
Humboldt  the  sixth;  the  county  of  Lander  the  seventh;  the  county  of 
Douglas  the  eighth,  and  the  county  of  Esmeralda  the  ninth.  The  county 
of  Roop  shall  be  attached  to  the  county  of  Washoe  for  judicial  purposes, 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law.  ThelLegislature  may,  however,  provide 
by  law  for  an  alteration  in  the  boundaries  or  divisions  of  the  districts 
herein  prescribed,  and  also  for  increasing  or  diminishing  the  number  of 
the  Judicial  Districts  and  Judges  therein.  But  no  such  change  shall 
take  effect,  except  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
an  incumbent  oi^  the  office.  At  the  first  general  election,  under  this  Con- 
stitution, there  shall  be  elected  in  each  of  the  respective  districts,  (except 
as  in  this  section  hereafter  otherwise  provided),  one  District  Judge,  who 
shall  hold  office  from  and  including  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -four,  and  until  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven;  after  the  said  first  election , 
there  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  which  immediately  precedes 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his  pitiedecessor,  one  District  Judge 
in  each  of  the  respective  Judicial  Districts  (except  in  the  first  district  as 
in  this  section  hereinafter  provided).  The  district  J  udges  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts,  and  shall  hold  office 
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for  the  term  of  four  years  (excepting  those  elected  at  said  electioij)  from 
and  inoludiiig  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  their  elec- 
tion and  qualification;  provided^  that  the  first  Judicial  District  shall  be 
entitled  to,  and  shall  have,  three  District  Judges,  who  shall  possess  co- 
extensive and  concurrent  jurisdiction,  and  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
same  times,  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  like  terms 
as  herein  prescribed,  in  relation  to  the  Judges  in  other  Judicial  Districts. 
Any  one  of  said  Judges  may  preside  on  the  enpanneling  of  grand  juries, 
and  the  presentment  and  trial  on  indictments  under  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6. — The  District  Courts  in  tlie  several  Judicial  Districts  of  this 
State  shall  liave  original  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  equity;  also,  in  all 
cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  tlie  right  of  possession  to,  or  the 
possession  of,  real  property  or  mining  claims,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax, 
impost,  assessment,  toll  or  municipal  fine,  and  in  all  other  cases  in  which 
the  demand  (exclusive  of  interest,)  or  the  value  of  the  property  in  con- 
troversy, exceeds  three  hundred  dollars;  also,  in  all  cases  relating  to 
the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  the  persons  and  estates  of  minors 
and  insane  persons,  and  of  tlie  action  of  forcible  entry  and  unlawful 
detainer;  and,  also,  in  all  criminal  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for  b}^ 
law.  Thej^  shall,  also,  have  final  appellate  jurisdiction  in  cases  arising 
in  Justices'  Courts,  and  such  other  inferior  tribunals  as  may  be  estabhsh- 
ed  by  law.  The  District  Courts  and  the  Judges  thereof  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  injunction,  quo  warranto,  certiorari, 
and  all  other  writs  proper  and  necessary  to  the  complete  exercise  of  their 
jurisdiction;  and,  also,  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  lidbeas  corpus 
()\\  petition  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  held  in  actual  custody  in  their 
respective  districts. 

Sec.  7. — The  times  of  holding  the  Supreme  Courts,  and  District 
Courts,  shall  be  as  fixed  by  law.  The  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
be  held  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  the  terms  of  the  District  Courts 
shall  be  held  at  the  county  seats  of  their  respective  counties;  prooided^ 
that  in  case  any  county  shall  be  hereafter  divided  into  two  or  more 
districts,  the  Legislature  may,  by  law,  designate  the  places  of  holding 
Courts  in  sucli  districts. 

Sec.  8. — The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justiot^s  of 
the  Peace  to  be  elected  in  each  city  and  township  of  tlie  State,  and  shall 
fix,  by  law,  their  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities;  promded,  that 
such  Justices'  Courts  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  of  the  following  cases, 
viz:  First — Of  cases  in  which  the  matter  in  dispute  is  a  money  demand 
or  personal  property,  and  the  amount  of  demand  (exclusive  oi"  interest,) 
or  the  value  oi  property,  exceeds  three  liundred  dollars.  Second — Of 
cases  wherein  the  title  to  real  estate,  or  mining  claims,  or  questions  of 
boundaries  to  land,  is  or  may  be  involved;  or  of  cases  that  in  anj^ 
manner  shall  confiict  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  •  several  Courts  of 
Record  in  this  State.  And,^  provldrxl  farther^  that  Justices'  Courts 
shall  liave  such  criminal  jurisdiction  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  and 
the  Legislature  may  confer  upon  said  Courts  jurisdiction,  concurrent 
with  the  District  Courts,  of  actions  to  enforce  niechanics'  liens,  whereiii 
the  amount  (exclusive  of  interest,)  doc^s  not  exceed  thre(5  hundn^d 
dollars;  and,  also,  of  actions  for  the  possession  of  lands  and  tenements, 
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where  the  relation  of  landlord  and  tenant  exists,  or  when  snoh  possession 
has  been  unlawfully  or  fraudulently  obtained  or  withcld.  The  I^egisla- 
ture  shall  also  prescribe,  by  law,  the  manner,  and  determine  the  castas 
in  which  appeals  may  be  taken  from  Jestices^  and  otlier  Courts.  The 
Supreme  Court,  the  District  Courts,  and  sucli  other  Courts  as  the  Legis- 
lature shall  designate,  shall  be  Courts  of  Record. 

Sec.  9. — Provision  sliall  be  made,  by  law,  prescribing  tin*  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  any  Municipal  Court  that  mny  be  estab- 
lislied  in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  article;  and  also  tixing,  bj"- 
law,  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Court,  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  that  of  the 
several  Courts  of  Record. 

Sec.  10. — No  judicial  officer,  except  Justices  of  tlie  Pea^e  and  City 
Recorders,  shall  receive,  to  his  own  use,  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  otfice. 

Sec.  11. — The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  District  Judires 
shall  be  ineligible  to  any  office,  other  than  a  judical  office,  during  the 
term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected;  and  all  elections  or  appoint- 
ments of  any  such  Judges,  by  the  people.  Legislature,  or  otherwise, 
during  said  period,  to  any  office  other  than  judicial,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  12. — Judges  shall  not  charge  juries  in  respect  to  matters  of 
fact,  but  may  state  the  testimony  and  declare  the  law. 

Sec.  13.— The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  "Tlu^  State  of  Nevada." 
and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  14. — There  sliall  be  but  one  form  of  civil  action,  and  law  and 
equity  may  be  administered  in  the  same  action. 

Sec.  15. — The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  District  Judges  shall 
each  receive,  quarterly,  for  their  services,  a  compensation  to  be  lixed  by 
law,  and  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected,  unless  in  case  a  vacancy  occurs,  in 
which  case  the  successor  of  the  former  incumbent  shall  receive  only 
such  salary  as  may  be  provided  by  law  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  ap- 
pointment; and  provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  setting  apart  from 
each  3^ear's  revenue  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  pay  suph  compensa- 
tion; promded,  that  District  Judges  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  County 
Treasuries  of  the  counties  composing  their  respective  districts. 

Sec.  16. — Tlie  Legislature,  at  its  first  session,  and  from  time  to  time 
thereafter,  shall  provide,  by  law,  that  upon  the  institution  of  each  civil 
action,  and  other  proceedings,  and  also  upon  the  perfectino;  of  an  appeal 
in  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  in  the  several  Courts  of  Record  in  this 
State,  a  special  Court  fee  or  tax  shall  be  advanced  to  the  Clerks  of  said 
Courts,  respectively,  by  the  party  or  parties  bringing  such  action  or  pro- 
ceeding, or  taking  such  appeal;  and  the  money  so  paid  in  sliall  be  ac- 
counted for  by  such  Clerks,  and  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the 
compensation  of  the  Judges  of  said  Courts,  as  sliall  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  17. — The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  a  judicial  officer,  and  any  such  officer  who  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  State  for  more  than  ninety  consecutive  days,  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  vacated  his  office. 

Sec.  18.— No  judicial  officer  shall  be  superseded,  nor  shall  the  or- 
ganization of  the  several  Courts  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  be  changed, 
until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  several  officers  provided  for  in 
this  article.' 


ARTICLE  VII. — Impeachment  and  Removal  feom  Office. 

Sec.  1. — Tlie  Assembly  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeaching. 
The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  an  impeachment.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate, 
and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  af- 
hrmation  to  do  justice,  according  to  law  and  evidence.  The  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  preside  over  the  Senate  while  sitting  to 
try  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor,  upon  impeachment.  No  per- 
son shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  tlie  Sena- 
tors elected. 

Sec.  2. — The  Governor  and  other  State  and  judicial  officers,  except 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  misdemeanor  or 
malfeasance  in  office;  but  judgment  in  such  case  shall  not  extend  further 
than  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor, 
profit  or  trust  under  this  State.  The  party,  whether  convicted  or  acquit- 
ted, shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and 
punisment,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  3. — For  any  reasonable  cause,  to  be  entered  on  the  journals  of 
each  house,  which  may  or  may  not  be  sufficient  grounds  for  impeach- 
ment, the  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  Judges  of  tlie  District  Courts,  sliall  be  removed  from  office  on  the 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  the  Justice  or  Judge  complained  of  shall  be  served  with  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  against  him,  and  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  person  or  by  counsel,  in  his  defense;  provided,  that  no  member 
of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  eligible  to  fill  the  vacancy  oc- 
casioned by  such  removal. 

Sec.  4. — Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  removal  from  office 
of  any  civil  officer,  other  than  tljose  in  this  article  previously  specified, 
for  malfeasance  or  nonfeasance  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  yill.— Municipal  and  Other  Coepoeations. 

Sec.  1. — The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  special  Act  in  any  manner 
relating  to  corporate  powers,  except  for  municipal  purposes;  but  corpor- 
ations may  be  formed  under  general  laws;  and  all  such  laws  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  2. — All  real  property,  and  possessory  rights  to  the  same,  as 
well  as  personal  property  m  tliis  State,  belonging  to  corporations  now  ex- 
isting, or  hereafter  created,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  the  same  as  prop- 
erty of  individuals;  provided,  that  the  property  of  corporations  formed 
for  municipal,  cliaritable,  religious  or  educational  purposes,  may  be  ex- 
empted by  law. 

Sec.  3. — Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such  means  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law;  provided,  that  corporators  in  corporations 
formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  not  be  individually  liable  for 
tlie  debts  or  liabilities  of  such  corporation. 

Sec.  4. — Corporations  createcl  by  or  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory 
of  Nevada,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  such  laws  until  the  Leg- 
islature shall  pass  laws  regulating  the  same,  in  pursuance  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Constitution. 
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Sec.  5.— Corporations  may  sue  and  be  sued  in!  all  courts  in  like 
manner  as  individuals. 

Sec.  G. — No  bank  notes,  or  paper  of  any  kind,  shall  ever  be  per- 
mitted to  circulate  as  money  in  tliis  State,  exc(^pt  the  Fc^deral  currency, 
and  the  notes  of  banks  authorized  under  the  laws  of  Congress. 

Sec.  7. — No  right  of  way  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  any 
corporation  until  full  compensation  be  lirst  made  or  secured  tlierefor. 

Sec.  8. — Tlu^  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  organization  of  cities 
and  towns  by  general  laws,  and  restrict  their  powers  of  taxation,  assess- 
ment, borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their  credit,  ex- 
cept for  procuring  sui)plies  of  water. 

Sec.  9. — Tlie  State  shall  not  donate  or  loan  money  or  its  credit,  sub- 
scribe to,  or  be  interested  in  tlie  stock  of  any  comj)any,  association  or 
corporation,  except  corporations  formed  for  educational  or  charitable 
purposes. 

Sec.  10. — No  county,  city,  town  or  otlier  muuicipal  corporation  shall 
become  a  stockliolder  in  any  joint  stc^ck  company,  corporation  or  associ- 
ation whatever,  or  loan  its  credit  in  aid  of  any  such  company,  corpora- 
tion or  association,  except  railroad  corporations,  companies  or  associa- 
tions. 

ARTICLE  IX.— FiiVANCE  and  State  Deht. 

Sec.  1. — The  fiscal  year  shall  coiamence  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year. 

Sec.  2. — The  Legislature  shall  pro\'ide  bv  law  for  an  annual  tax, 
sufficient  to  defray  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  State  for  each  fiscal 
yeax;  and  whenever  the  expenses  of  any  year  shall  exceed  the  income, 
the  i/^gislature  shall  provide  for  levying  a  tax  sufficient,  with  other 
sources  of  income,  to  pay  the  deficienc}'-,  as  well  as  the  ei^timated  ex- ^^ 
penses  of  sucli  ensuing  years  [year]  or  two  years. 

Sec.  3. — For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Stat<3  to  transact  its  busi- 
ness upon  a  cash  basis,  from  its  organization,  the  State  may  contraft 
public  debts;  but  such  debts  shall  never,  in  the  aggreirate,  exclusive  of 
interest,  exceed  the  sum  of  three  himdred  thousand  dollars,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  clefraying  extraordinary  expenses  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned.y  Every  sunk  debt  sliall  be  authorized  by  law  for  some  purpose 
or  purposes,  to  be  distinctly  specified  therein;  and  every  such  law  sliall 
provide  for  levjdng  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  semi- 
annually, and  the  principal  within  twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  such 
law,  and  shall  specially  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  said  taxes  to  the 
payment  Of  said  principal  and  interest;  and  such  appropriation  shall 
not  be  repealed,  nor  the  taxes  be  postponed  or  diminished  until  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  said  debts  shall  have  been  wholly  paid.  Everj- 
contract  of  indebtedness  entered  into,  or  assumed,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
State,  when  all  its  debts  and  liabilities  amount  to  said  sum  before  men- 
tioned, shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect,  except  in  cases  of  money  borrow^nl 
to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war, 
or,  if  hostilities  be  threatened,  provide  for  the  public  defense.^ 

Sec.  4. — The  State  shall  never  assume  the  debts  of  any  county, 
town,  city,  or  other  corporation  whatever,  unless  such  debts  have  been 
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created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or  to  provide  for  the 
public  defense. 

AKTICLE  X.— Taxation. 

Sec.  1. — The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  ]aw  for  a  uniform  and 
equal  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and  shall  prescribe  such  regula- 
tions as  shall  secure  a  just  valuation  for  taxation  of  all  property,  real, 
personal  and  possessory,  exceptisfir  mines  and  mining  claims,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  a)}e«©  shall  be  taxed;  and,  also,  excepting  such  property 
as  may  be  exempted  by  law  for  municipal,  educational,  literary,  scienti- 
fic, religious  or  cliaritable  purposes. 

ARTICLE  XL— EDircATiON. 

Sec.  1. — The  Legislature  shall  encourage,  by  all  suitable  means,  the 
promotion  of  intellectual,  literarj^,  scientific,  mining,  mechanical,  agri- 
cultural and  moral  improvements;  and,  also,  provide  for  the  election,  by 
the  people,  at  the  general  election,  of  a  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  iirst  Monday 
or  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -live,  and  until  the  elec- 
tion and  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  ■ ; ,  i 

Sec.  2. — ^^Tlie  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  uniform  system  of  com- 
mon schools,  by  which  a  school  sli^ll  be  established  and  maintained  in 
each  school  district  at  least  six  months  in  ev^ry  year,  and  any  school 
district  neglecting  to  establish  and  maintain  sucli  a  school,  or  wliicli 
shall  allow  instruction  of  a  sectarian  character  therein,  may  be  deprived 
of  its  proportion  of  tlie  interest  of  the  public  school  fund  during  such 
neglect  or  infraction,  and  the  Legislature  may  pass  such  laws  as  will 
tend  to  secure  a  general  attendance  of  the  children  in  each  school  district 
upon  said  public  schools. 

Sec.  3. — All  lands,  including  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections 
in  every  township,  donated  for  the  benefit  of  public  schools  in  the  Act  of 
the  thirty -eighth  Congress,  to  enable  tlie  people  of  Nevada  Territory  to 
form  a  State  Government,  the  thirty  thousand  acres  of  .public  lands 
.granted  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  second,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congi'ess, 
and  all  proceeds  of  lands  that  have  been,  or  may  hereafter,  be  granted 
or  appropriated  by  the  United  States  to  this  State,  and  also  the  five 
hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  granted  to  the  new  State,  under  the  Act 
of  Congress  distributing  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  among  the 
several  States  of  the  Union,  approved  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
one;  prodded,  that  Congress  make  provisions  for,  or  authorizes  such 
diversion  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  herein  contained,  all  estates  that 
may  esclieat  to  the  State,  all  of  such  percent,  as  may  be  granted  by 
Congress  on  the  sale  of  land,  all  fines  collected  under  the  p<'nal  laws  of 
the  State,  all  property  given  or  bequeathed  to  the  State  for  educational 
purpos«is,  and  all  proceeds  derived  from  any  or  all  of  said  sources,  shall 
be  and  the  same  are  liereby  solemnly  plod.ged  for  educational  purposes, 
and  sliall  not  be  transfern^d  to  any  other  fund  for  other  uses;  and  the 
interest  tliereon  shall,  from  tim(3  to  time,  be  apportioned  among  tlie 
several  counties  in  proportion  to  the  ascertained  numbers  of  the  persons 
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Ix-twwn  the  af?(^s  of  six  and  ni^^htr.-n  vr:irs  in  tin'  (iiff-P-nt  rouiiti.'s.  and 
the  r^egislature  sliall  pro\'ide  for  flu-  sale  of  Uoatin^'  land  warrantn  to 
covvT  llie  aforesaid  lands,  and  for  tlu-  investment  nf  all  ].roc«»ds  denved 
from  any  of  the  above  mentioned  sonnvs,  in  I'nif.'d  States  bonds,  or 
the  bonds  of  this  State;  providrd,  that  the  inten^st  only  <>f  the  afon*s:iid 
proceeds  aliall  b<'  used  for  edueational  jturiH.s'S,  and  any  suri.lus 
interest  shall  be  added  to  tlie  i)rineij)al  sum;  (irid,  /uorldxl  farfh>r, 
that  such  portions  of  said  interest  as  may  1h'  necessiiry  niay  U'  ai)j)rc>- 
priated  for  the  8upjx)rt  of  the  State  Iniversily. 

Se(..  4.— The  Ivezislature  shall  ])r(.vi(le  lor  the  establishment  of  a 
State  University;  which  shall  embrace  departments  f(»r  auriciiltnn',  me- 
rhanic  arts,  and  minin<z:,  to  be  controlled  by  a  lioard  of  Ke«:erits,  whost* 
duties  shall  b(»  prescribed  by  law. 

Sioc.  6.— The  I>'p^islatur«'  shall  have  jKnver  to  estiiblish  normal 
srliools,  and  such  different  prades  of  schools,  from  tlie  primary  dejmrt- 
ment  to  the  university',  as  in  their  dis  Tetion  they  may  d»'<'m  n«'ci'ssary, 
and  all  prof(»ss<^)rs  in  said  university,  or  tea"liers  in  sai<l  s«-h«K)Is,  r)f  what- 
everpraae,  shall  be  retpiired  to  take  and  subscriU*  to  tlie  oath  as  pn»s- 
Bcribed  in  article  fifteenth  of  this  Constitution.  No  j)rofess/>r  or  ti'ae)i»»r 
who  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  law  franjed  in  accordanc«< 
with  the  provisions  of  thissection,  shall  be  entitled  to  p'ci'ive  any  iK)rtion 
of  the  ])ul)lic  moneys  set  apart  fors(^h«H)l  i)urpos4»s. 

^yy^  r,. — The  I>'pislatun»  shall  j)rovi(ie  a  s|)ecial  tax  f)f  one  half  of 
one  mill  on  the  dollar,  of  all  taxable  j)roiM'rty  in  tlie  State,  in  addition 
to  tlie  otlier  means  pmvided  for  the  sujmort  and  maintenance  of  s:iid 
university  imd  common  schools;  proricha^  that  at  the  end  of  t'-n  years 
they  may  reduce  said  tax  to  one  quarter  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of 
taxable  prop<^rty. 

Sec.  7. — The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and  Sup»'rintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  sliall,  for  the  first  four  years,  and  until  their  suer»'s- 
sors  are  elect^nl  and  qualified,  constitute  a  lioard  of  Re^'ents,  to  control 
and  manage  the  aftairs  of  the  university,  and  the  funds  u{  the  same, 
under  such  n^gulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  l^ut  the  I>eLdslatun» 
shall,  at  its  regular  session  next  pn^ceding  the  expinition  of  the  term  of 
office  of  said  Board  of  Regents,  provide  for  the  election  of  a  new  Hoard 
of  Regents,  and  define  their  duties. 

Sec.  8. — The  Board  of  Regents  shall,  from  the  inten'st  accruing 
from  the  first  funds  which  come  under  their  control,  immediately  orga- 
nize and  maintain  the  said  mining  department  in  sucli  manner  as  to 
make  it  most  effective  and  useful:  proridrd ,  that  all  the  ]m>ce<'ds  of  the 
public  lands  donated  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  s<*cr)nd,  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  for  a  college  for  the  In-nelit  of  agricul- 
ture, the  mechanic  arts,  and  including  military  tactics  shall  Ix'  invested 
by  the  said  Board  of  Regents  in  a  separate  fund,  to  ho  appropriated  ex- 
clusively for  tlie  benefit  of  the  first  named  departments  to  the  university, 
as  set  forth  in  section  four  above,  and  the  I>\gislature  sliall  ])rovide  that 
if,  through  neglect  or  any  otlier  contingency^  any  portion  of  the  fund  so 
set  apart  shall  be  lost  or  misappropriated,  tlie  State  of  Nevada  sliall  no- 
place said  amount  so  lost  or  misappropriated  in  said  fund,  so  that  the 
principal  of  said  fund  shall  remain  fonn-er  undiminished. 

Sec.  9.— No  sectarian  instruction  shall  be  imparted  or  tolera^^d  in 
any  school  or  university  that  may  be  established  under  this  Constitution. 
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ARTICLE  XII.— Militia. 

Sec.  1. — The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  organizing  and 
disciplining  the  militia  of  this  State,  for  the  effectual  encouragement  of 
volunteer  corps,  and  the  safe  keeping  of  public  arms. 

Sec.  2. — The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  call  out  the  militia  to  ex- 
ecute the  laws  of  the  State,  or  to  suppress  insurrection  or  repel  invasion. 

ARTICLE    XIII. — PiTBLIC    IjfSTITUTIOlS^S. 

Sec.  1. — Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane,  blind,  and  deaf 
and  dumb,  and  such  other  benevolent  institutions  as  the  public  good 
may  require,  shall  be  fostered  and  supported  by  the  State,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2. — A  State  Prison  shall  be  established  and  maintained  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  provision  may  be  made  by 
law  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  House  of  Refuge  for 
juvenile  offenders. 

Sec.  3. — The  respective  counties  of  the  State  shall  provide,  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law,  for  those  inhabitants  who,  by  reason  of  age  and 
infirmity,  or  misfortunes,  may  have  claim  upon  the  sympathy  and  aid 
of  society. 

ARTICLE  XIV.— Boundary, 

Sec.  1. — The  boundary  of  the  State  of  Nevada  shall  be  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  a  point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  thirty -eighth 
degree  of  longitute  west  from  Washington  with  the  thirty-seventh 
degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  due  west  along  said  thirty-seventh 
degree  of  north  latitude  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Cal- 
ifornia; thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  along  the  said  eastern  boun- 
dary line  of  tlie  State  of  California  to  the  forty -third  degree  of  longitude 
west  from  Washington;  thence  north  along  said  forty-third  degree  of 
west  longitude  and  said  east  boundarj^  line  of  the  State  of  California  to 
the  forty-second  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  due  east  along  the 
forty-second  degree  of  north  latitude  to  a  point  formed  by  its  intersection 
with  the  aforesaid  thirty -eighth  degree  of  longitude  west  from  Washing- 
ton; thence  due  south  down  said  thirty-eighth  degree  of  west  longitude 
to  the  place  of  beginning.  And  whensoever  Congress  shall  authorize  the 
addition  to  tlie  Territory  or  State  of  Nevada^  of  any  portion  of  the  Ter- 
ritory on  the  easterly  border  of  the  foregoing  defined  limits,  not  exceed- 
ing in  extent  one  degree  of  longitude,  the  same  shall  thereupon  be 
embraced  within  and  become  a  part  of  this  State.  And,  furtliermore 
provided,  that  all  such  territory  lying  west  of  and  adjoining  the  boun- 
dary line  herein  prescribed,  which  the  State  of  California  may  relinquish 
to  the  Territory  or  State  of  Nevada,  shall  thereupon  be  embraced  within 
and  constitute  a  part  of  this  State. 

ARTICLE  Xy. — Miscellaneous  Peovisions. 

Sec.  1. — The  seat  of  government  shall  be  at  Carson  City;  but  no  ap- 
propriation for  the  erection  or  purchase  of  capitol  buildings  shall  be 
made  during  the  next  three  years. 
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Sjcc.  2. — Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  executive, 
judicial  and  ministerial,  shall,  before  thev  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  to  ttie  followuif?  oath  or  affirmation: 
"I, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  su])port,  pro- 
tect and  defend  the  Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Government  of  the  State  of  Nfn-ada,  a^raiust 
all  enemies,  whether  domestic  or  foreign;  and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith, 
allegiance  and  loyalty  to  the  same,  any  ordinance,  resolution,  or  law  of 
any  State,  Convention  or  Legislature  to  the  contrary  notwit)istanding; 
and,  further,  that  I  do  this  with  a  full  determination,  pledge  and  purpose, 
without  any  mental  reservation  or  evasion  whatsovcr.  And  I  do  further 
solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  have  not  fought  a  duel,  nor  s«Mit  or 
accepted  a  challenge  to  tight  a  duel,  nor  been  a  second  to  either  party, 
nor  m  any  manner  aided  or  assisted  in  such  duel,  nor  been  knowingly 
the  bearer  of  such  challenge  or  aec^r'ptance,  since  the  adoj^tion  of  tlie 
Uonstitution  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  and  that  I  will  not  be  so  engaged  or 
conc(^rned,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  or  about  any  such  duel,  during  my 
continuance  in  o^ce.  And,  further,  that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  office  of ,  on  which  I  am  about  t<» 

enter;  (if  an  oath,)  so  help  me  God;  (if  an  affirmation,)  under  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  perjury." 

Sec.  3. — No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  who  is  not  a  qual- 
ilied  elector  under  this  Constitution.  No  person  who,  while  a  citizen  of 
this  State,  has,  since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  fought  a  duel 
with  a  deadly  weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  tight  a  duel  with 
a  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the  boundaries  of  this  Stat<% 
or  who  has  actfid  as  second,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aid- 
ed or  assisted  in  any  manner  in  lighting  a  duel,  shall  be  allowed  to  hold 
any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  trust,  or  en  joy  the  right  of  suffrage  under 
this  Constitution.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law,  forgiving  force 
and  effect  to  this  section. 

Sec.  4. — No  perpetuates  shall  be  allowed  except  for  eleemosynary 
purposes. 

Sec.  5. — Tlie  general  election  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November. 

Sec.  6. — The  aggregate  number  of  members  of  both  branches  of  the 
Ijegislature  shall  never  exceed  seventy-five. 

Sec.  7. — All  county  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  county 
seat  of  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  8. — The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  publication  of 
all  statute  laws  of  a  general  nature,  and  such  decisions  of  tlie  Supreme 
Court  as  it  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  laws  and  judicial  decisions 
shall  be  free  for  publication  by  any  person;  promded,  that  no  judgment 
of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  take  effect  and  be  operative  until  the  opinion 
of  the  Court  in  such  case  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Court. 

Sec.  9. — The  Legislature  may,  at  any  time,  provide  by  law  for  in- 
creasing or  diminishing  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  any  of  the  officers 
whose  salary  or  compensation  is  fixed  in  this  Constitution;  provided,  no 
such  change  of  salary  or  compensation  shall  apply  to  any  officer  during 
the  term  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  other- 
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wise  provided  for,  sliall  be  chosen  or  appointed  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  11. — The  tenure  of  any  office,  not  herein  provided  for,  may  be 
declared  by  law;  or,  when  not  so  declared,  such  office  shall  be  held 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  authority  making  the  appointment;  but  the 
Legislature  shall  not  create  any  office,  the  tenure  of  which  shall  be 
longer  than  four  years,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  in  this  Con- 
stitution. 

Sec.  12. — The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer,  State 
Controller,  and  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  keep  their  respective 
offices  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Sec.  13. — The  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  shall  be 
taken  under  the  direction  ot  the  Legislature,  if  deemed  necessary,  in 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- five;  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven;  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-live,  and  every  ten 
years  thereafter;  and  these  enumerations,  together  with  the  census  that 
may  be  taken  under  tlie  direction  of  Congress  of  the  United  States  in 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  and  every  subsequent  ten  years, 
shall  serve  as  a  basis  of  representation  in  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  14. — A  plurality  of  votes  given  at  an  election  by  the  people 
shall  constitute  a  choice,  where  not  otherwise  provided  by  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XVI.— Amendments. 

Sec.  1. — Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  the  Senate  or  Assembly;  and  if  the  same  be  agreed  to  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses,  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their  respective 
journals,  witVi  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the 
Legislature  then  next  to  be  chosen,  and  shall  be  published  for  three 
months  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  such  choice.  And  if,  in  the 
Legislature  next  chosen,  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  submit  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and 
at  such  time  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe;  and  if  the  people  sliall 
approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments  by  a  majority  of  the 
electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature  voting  thereon, 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2. — If,  at  any  time,  the  Legislature,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  house,  sliall  determine  that  it  is  necessary 
to  cause  a  revision  of  this  entire  Constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to 
the  electors,  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  to  vote 
for  or  against  a  Convention;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  calling  a 
Convention,  the  Le.^rislature  shall,  at  its  next  session,  provide  by  law 
for  calling  a  Convention,  to  be  holden  within  six  months  after  the 
passage  of  sucli  law;  and  such  Convention  shall  consist  of  a  number  of 
members  not  less  than  that  of  two  branches  of  tlie  Legislature.  In  de- 
termining what  is  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  at  such  election, 
reference  shall  be  had  to  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  at  such 
election  for  the  candidates  for  any  office  or  on  any  question. 
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ARTICLE  XYII.— Schedule. 

Sec.  1. — That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  by  reason  of  a  olian^re 
from  a  Territorial  to  a  permanent  State  government,  it  is  declared  that 
all  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  judgments,  claims  and  contracts,  as  well 
of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  including  counties,  towns  and  cities, 
shall  continue  as  if  no  cliange  had  taken  place:  and  all  process  which 
may  issue  under  the  authority  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  previous  to  its 
admission  into  the  Union  as  one  of  the  United  States,  shall  oe  as  valid  as 
if  issued  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Nevada. 

Sec.  2. — All  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  in  force  at  the  time  of 
the  admission  of  this  State,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  shall  re- 
main in  force  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limitations,  or  be  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  3. — All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  accruing  to  the  Territory 
of  Nevada,  or  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Ne- 
vada, shall  inure  to  the  State  of  Nevada. 

Sec.  4. — All  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken 
before  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government,  sliall  n^main 
valid,  and  shall  pass  to,  and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  af  the  State; 
and  all  bonds  executed  to  the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  or  to  any  other 
officer  or  court  in  his  or  their  official  capacity,  or  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  shall  pass  to  the  Governor  or 
other  officer  or  court,  and  his  or  their  successors  in  office,  for  the  uses 
therein  respectively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued  on,  and  recovery  had 
accordingly;  and  all  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  all  judg- 
ments, bonds,  specialities,  choses  in  action,  claims  and  debts,  of  whatso- 
ever description,  and  all  records  and  public  archives  of  the  Territory  of 
Nevada,  shall  issue  and  vest  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  and  may  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  by  tlie  State 
of  Nevada,  as  the  same  could  have  been  by  the  Territory  oi  Nevada. 
All  criminal  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  which  may  have  arisen,  or 
which  may  arise  before  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  govern- 
ment, and  wliich  shall  then  be  pending,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  judgment 
and  execution  in  the  name  of  the  State.  All  offenses  committed  against 
the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  before  the  change  from  a  Territorial 
to  a  State  government,  and  which  shall  not  be  prosecuted  before  such 
change,  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
State  of  Nevada,  with  like  effect  as  though  such  change  had  not  taken 
place,  and  all  penalties  incurred  shall  remain  the  same  as  if  this  Consti- 
tution had  not  been  adopted.  All  actions  at  law,  and  suits  in  equity, 
and  other  legal  proceedings  which  may  be  pending  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  at  the  time  of  the  cliange  from  a  Territorial  to 
a  State  government,  may  be  continued  and  transferred  to,  and  determin- 
ed by  any  court  of  the  State  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  subject 
matter  thereof.  AIL  actions  at  law^  and  suits  in  equity,  and  all  other 
legal  proceedings  loMcJi  may  be  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the 
Territory  of  Nevada  at  the  time  of  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a 
State  govermnent,  shall  be  continued  and  transferred  to,  and  may  he 
prosecuted  to  judgment  and  execution  in  any  court  of  the  State  which 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter  thereof;  and  all  books, 
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papers  and  records  relating  to  the  same  shall  be  transferred  in  like  man- 
ner to  such  conrt. 

Sec.  5. — For  the  first  term  of  office  succeeding  the  formation  of  a 
State  Government,  the  salary  of  the  Governor  shall  be  four  thousand 
dollars  per  annum;  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State  sliall  be  three 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the  salary  of  the  State  Con- 
troller shall  be  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the  sal- 
ary of  the  State  Treasurer  shall  be  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars 
Ser  annum;  the  salary  of  the  Surveyor-General  shall  be  one  thousand 
ollars  per  annum,  tlie  salary  of  the  Attorney-General  shall  be  two  thou- 
sand live  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  the 
salary  of  each  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum;  the  salaries  of  the  foregoing  officers  shall  be  paid  quar- 
terly out  of  the  State  treasury.  The  pay  of  State  Senators  and  Members 
of  Assembly  shall  be  eight  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  ser- 
vice, and  forty  cents  per  mile  for  mileage  going  to  and  coming  from  the 
place  of  meeting.  No  officer  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  receive  any 
lee  or  perquisites,  to  his  own  use,  for  tiie  performance  of  any  duty  con- 
nected with  his  office,  or  for  the  performance  of  any  additional  duty 
imposed  upon  him  by  law. 

Sec.  6. — Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  apportionment  of 
Senators  and  Assemblymen  in  the  diiferent  counties  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Storey  county,  four  Senators  and  twelve  Assemblymen;  Douglas 
county,  one  Senator  and  two  Assemblymen;  Esmeralda  county,  two  Sen- 
ators and  four  Assemblymen;  Humboldt  county,  two  Senators  and  three 
Assemblymen;  Lander  county,  two  Senators  and  four  Assemblymen; 
Lyon  county,  one  Senator  and  three  Assemblymen;  Lyon  and  Churcliill 
counties  one  Senator,  jointly;  Churchill  county,  one  Assemblyman;  Nye 
county,  one  Senator  and  one  Assemblyman;  Ormsby  county,  two  Sen- 
ators and  three  Assemblymen;  Washoe  and  Roop  counties,  two  Senators 
and  three  Assemblymen. 

Sec.  7. — All  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  law- 
fully incurred,  and  which  remain  unpaid  at  tlie  time  of  the  admission 
of  tliis  State  into  the  Union,  sliall  be  assumed  by  and  become  the  debt  of 
the  State  of  Nevada;  provided,  that  the  assumption  of  such  indebted- 
ness shall  not  prevent  the  State  from  contracting  the  additional  indebted- 
ness, as  provided  in  section  three  of  article  nine  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  8. — Tlie  term  of  State  officers,  except  judicial,  elected  at  the 
first  election  under  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  until  the  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors. 

Sec.  9. — The  Senators  to  be  elected  at  the  first  election  under  this 
Constitution  shall  draw  lots,  so  that  the  term  of  one  half  of  the  number, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  shall  expire  on  the  day  succeeding  the'general  elec- 
tion in  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  the  term  of  the  other 
lialf  shall  expire  on  the  day  succeeding  the  general  election  in  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -eiglit;  provided,  that  in  drawing  lots  for  all 
Senatorial  terms,  the  Senatorial  representation  shall  be  allotted  so  that 
in  the  counties  having  two  or  more  Senators,  the  terms  thereof  shall  be 
divided,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  between  the  long  and  short  terms. 
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Sec.  10.— At  the  ^reneral  election  in  A.  D.  eifjliteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six,  and  thereafter,  tiie  terms  of  Senators  shall  be  for  four  yeard 
from  the  day  succeeding  such  general  election,  and  Members  of  Assem- 
bly for  two  years  from  the  day  succeeding  such  general  election;  and  the 
terms  ot  Senators  shall  be  al  otted  by  the  Legislature  in  long  and  short 
terms,  as  liereinb<^fore  provided,  so  that  one  half  the  number,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  shall  be  elected  every  tw^o  years. 

Sec.  11. — The  term  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly  elected  at  tho 
first  general  election  under  this  Constitution,  shall  expire  on  the  day  suc- 
ceeding the  general  election  in  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five; 
and  the  terms  of  those  elected  at  the  general  election  in  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty  five  shall  expire  on  the  da^  succeeding  the  general 
election  in  A.  I),  eighteen  livmdred  and  sixty-six. 

Sec.  ]2. — The  first  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  shall  commence 
on  the  second  Monday  of  December,  A.  I),  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four;  and  the  second  regular  session  of  the  same  shall  commence  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  A.  1).  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six;  and  the 
third  rtiigular  session  of  the  Legislature  shall  betlie  first  of  the  biennial 
sessions,  and  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  I), 
eighteen  liundred  and  sixty-seven;  and  the  regular  sessions  of  the  L«^gis- 
lature  shall  be  held  thereafter  biennially,  commencing  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January. 

Sec.  13. — All  county  officers,  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Ne- 
vada, at  the  time  when  the  Constitution  shall  take  effect,  whost^  offices 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  contin- 
ue in  office  until  the  first  Monday  of  Jannary,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
and  all  township  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of 
their  terms  of  office,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
provided^  that  the  Probate  Judges  of  the  several  counties,  respectively, 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  District 
Judges  of  the  several  counties  or  judicial  districts;  and,  promd'ed  far- 
ther, that  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  county  officers  of  Lander  coun- 
ty shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  except  the  Probate  Judge  of  said  county,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  expire  upon  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty -four;  and  there  shall  be  an  election  for  county  off  icers 
of  Lander  county  at  the  general  election  in  November,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four;  and  the  officers  then  elected  shall  hold  office 
from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-live, 
until  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  14. — The  Governor,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  shall  each  continue  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  after  the  admission  of  tliis 
State  into  the  Union,  and  until  the  time  designated  for  the  qualification 
of  the  above  named  officers  to  be  elected  under  the  State  Government; 
and  the  Territorial  Auditor  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
said  office  until  the  time  appointed  for  the  qualification  of  the  State  Con- 
troller; provided,  that  the  said  officers  shall  each  receive  the  salaries  and 
be  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  conditions  provided  in  this  Constitu- 
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tion;  and  ^promded further^  that  none  of  them  shall  receive  to  his  own 
use  any  fees  or  perquisites  for  the  performance  of  any  dnty  connected 
with  Ms  office. 

Sec.  15. — The  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  until  provision  be 
made  by  law,  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  Judges  of  the  said  Court,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  appoint.  The  first  terms  of  the  several  District 
Courts,  (except  as  hereinafter  mentioned),  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -four.  Tlie  first 
term  of  tlie  District  Court  in  tlie  Fifth  Judicial  District  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- four 
in  the  county  of  Nye,  and  sliall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  in  the  county  of  Churchill. 
The  terms  of  the  Fourth  Judicial  District  Court  shall,  until  otherwise 
provided  by  law,  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  Washoe  connty,  and  the 
tirst  term  thereof  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Sec.  16. — The  Judges  of  the  several  District  Courts  of  this  State 
shall  be  paid,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  salaries  at  the  following  rates 
per  annum:  First  Judicial  District,  (each  Judge),  six  thousand  dollars; 
Second  Judicial  District,  four  thousand  dollars;  Third  Judicial  District, 
five  thousand  dollars;  Fourtli  Judicial  District,  five  thousand  dollars; 
Fifth  Judicial  District,  thirty-six  hundred  dollars;  Sixth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, four  thousand  dollars;  Seventh  Judicial  District,  six  thousand  dol- 
lars; Eighth  Judicial  District,  thirty-six  hundred  dollars;  Ninth  Judici- 
al District,  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  17. — The  salary  of  any  Judge  in  said  Judicial  Districts  may,  by 
law,  be  altered  or  changed,  subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
Constitution. 

Sec  18. — The  Grovernor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
State  Treasurer,  State  Controller,  Attorney -General,  Surveyor-General, 
Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Superintent  of  Public  Instruction,  to  be 
elected  at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution,  shall  each  qualify 
and  enter  upon  tlie  duties  of  their  respective  ofiices  on  the  first  Monday 
of  December  succeeding  their  election,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  ei|2;hteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  tlieir 
successors  respectively. 

Sec.  19. — Tlie  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  District  Judges,  to 
be  elected  at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution,  shall  qualify  and 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  first  Monday 
of  December  succeeding  their  election. 

Sec.  20. — All  officers  of  State,  and  District  Judges,  first  elected 
under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  this 
Territory,  wliicli  commission  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  same,  and  shall  qualify  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  under  the  laws 
of  this  Territory;  and  also  the  State  Controller  and  State  Treasurer  sliall 
each  respectively,  before  tViey  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  execute  and  deliver  t^  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  of 
Nevada  an  official  bond,  and  payable  to  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Nevada,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  thousiind  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
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Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada;  and  shall  also  execute  and  deliver 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  such  other  or  further  official  bond  or  bonds  as 
may  be  required  by  law. 

Sec.  21.— Each  county,  town,  city  and  incorporated  villajre  shall 
make  provisions  for  the  support  of  its  own  officers,  subject  to  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  22.— In  case  the  office  of  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
District  Jud^e,  or  other  state  officer  shall  become  vaoant  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  regular  term  for  wliich  he  was  elected,  the  vacancy  may 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor  until  it  shall  be  supplied  <it 
the  next  general  election,  when  it  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  the 
residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  23. — All  cases,  botli  civil  and  criminal,  which  may  be  pending 
and  undetermined  in  the  Probate  Courts  of  the  several  counties  at  tlie 
time  when,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  said  Probate  Courts 
are  to  be  abolished,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  determined  by  the 
District  Courts  of  such  counties  respectively. 

Sec.  24. — For  the  first  three  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, the  Legislature  shall  not  levy  a  tax  for  State  purposes  exceeding 
one  per  cent,  per  annum  on  tlie  taxable  property  in  the  State;  promdedy 
the  Legislature  may  levy  a  specil  tax  not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  one 
per  cent,  per  annum,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
mdebtedness  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  assumed  by  the  State  of 
Nevada,  and  for  that  purpose  only,  until  all  of  said  indebtedness  is 
paid. 

Sec.  25. — Tlie  county  of  Roop  shall  be  attached  to  the  county  of 
AVashoe  for  judicial,  legislative,  revenue  and  county  purposes,  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2Q. — At  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  to  convene 
under  the  requirements  of  this  Constitution,  provision  shall  be  made  by 
law  for  paying  for  the  publication  of  six  hundred  copies  of  the  debates 
and  proceedings  of  this  Convention,  in  book  form,  to  be  disposed  of  as 
the  Legislature  may  direct;  and  the  Hon.  J.  Neely  Johnson,  President 
of  this  Convention,  sliall  contract  for,  and  A.  J.  Marsh,  Official  Reporter 
of  this  Convention,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  sliall  sup-^rvise 
the  publication  of  such  debates  and  proceedings.  Provisions^  shall  be 
made  by  law,  at  such  first  session  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  official  reporter  of  this  Convention,  and  he  shall  be  paid  in 
coin  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  receive  for  his  ser\i"es,  in  reporting  the 
debates  and  proceedings,  fifteen  dollars  per  day  during  the  session  of  tlie 
Convention,  and  seven  and  one  half  dollars  additional  for  each  evening 
session,  and  thirty  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words  for  preparing 
the  same  for  publication;  and  for  supervising  and  indexing  such  pub- 
lication, the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  day  during  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  such  service. 


ELECTION  ORDINANCE. 

Wheeeas,  Tlie  Enabling^  Act  passed  by  Congress,  and  approved 
March  twenty -first,   A.   D.   eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,   requires 
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that  the  Convention  charged  with  the  duty  of  framing  a  Constitution  for 
a  State  Goverement  "shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  submitting  said 
Constitution  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  for  their  ratification 
or  rejection,"  on  a  certain  day  prescribed  therein;  tlierefore,  this  Con- 
vention, organized  in  pursuance  of  said  Enabling  Act,  do  establish  the 
following 

oedinance; 

Sec.  1. — The  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  is  liereby  author- 
ized to  issue  his  proclamation  for  the  submission  of  this  Constitution  to 
the  people  of  said  Territory,  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  on  the  day 
provided  for  such  submission  by  Act  of  Congress;  and  this  Constitution 
sliall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  Territory,  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  thereof ,  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  at  the  time  provided 
by  such  Act  of  Congress;  and  further,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- four,  there 
shall  be  a  general  election  in  the  several  counties  of  said  Territory,  for 
the  election  of  State  ofiicers,  Supreme  and  District  Judges,  members  of 
the  Legislature,  Representative  in  Congress,  and  three  Presidential  Elec- 
tors. 

Sec.  2. — All  persons,  qualified  by  the  laws  of  said  Territory  to  vote 
for  Representatives  to  the  General  Assembly,  on  the  said  twenty -first  da}- 
of  March,  including  those  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  both  within 
and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  said  Territory,  and  also  all  persons  who 
may,  by  the  aforesaid  laws,  be  qualified  to  vote  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  September,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  including  those 
in  the  aforesaid  army  of  the  United  States,  within  and  without  the  boun- 
daries of  said  Territory,  may  vote  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  said 
CJonstitution,  on  the  day  last  above  named.  In  voting  upon  this  Consti- 
tution, each  elector  shall  deposit  in  the  ballot  box  a  ticket,  wliereon  shall 
beclearly  written  or  printed,  "Constitution — Yes,"  or  "Constitution — 
No;"  or  such  other  words  that  shall  clearly  indicate  the  intention  of  tlie 
elector. 

Sec.  3. — All  persons  qualified  by  the  laws  of  said  Territory  to  vote 
on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four,  including  those  in  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
within  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  said  Territory,  may  vote  on  the  day 
last  above  named,  for  State  officers.  Supreme  and  District  Judges,  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  Representative  in  Congress,  and  three  Presi- 
dential Electors  to  the  Electorial  College. 

Sec.  4. — the  elections  provided  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  holden  at 
such  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Boards  of  Commissioners  of 
the  several  counties  in  said  Territory.  Tlie  judges  and  inspectors  of  said 
'elections  shall  be  appointed  by  said  Commissioners,  and  the  said  elections 
shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  the  existing  laws  of  said  Territory 
in  relation  to  holding  the  general  election. 

Sec.  5. — The  judges  and  inspectors  of  said  elections  shall  carefully 
count  each  ballot  immediately  after  sucli  elections,  and  forthwith  make 
duplicate  returns  thereof  to  the  clerks  of  the  said  County  Commissioners 
of  their  resjjective  counties;  and  said  clerks,  within  fifteen  days  after 
said  elections,   shall  transmit  an  abstract  of  tlie   votes,  including  the 
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soldier's  vote,  as  herein  provided,  given  for  State  officers,  Snprome  and 
District  Judges,  Representative  in  Congress,  and  three  Prtisidential  Elec- 
tors, enclosed  in  an  envelop,  by  the  most  safe  and  expeditious  convey- 
ance, to  the  Governor  of  said  Territory,  marked,  "Ele(;tion  Rt^turns." 

Sec.  6. — Uijon  the  receipt  of  said  returns,  including  those  of  the 
soldiers'  vote,  or  within  twenty  days  after  theeh^ction,  if  naid  returns  Ix", 
not  sooner  received,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Canvassers,  to 
consist  of  the  Governor,  United  States  District  Attorney  and  Cliief  Justice 
of  said  Territory,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  canvass  the  returns  in  tlie  pres- 
ence of  all  wlio  may  wish  to  be  present;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given  upon  this  Constitution  shall  be  in  its  favor,  the  said  Governor  shall 
immediately  publish  an  extract  of  the  same,  and  make  i)roclamation  of 
the  fact,  in  some  newspaper  in  said  Territory,  and  certify  the  same  to 
the  President  of  tlie  United  States,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinance.  The  said  Board  of  Canvasscirs,  after  canvassing  the 
votes  of  the  said  November  elections,  si lall  issue  certiticates  (jf  election  to 
such  persons  as  were  elected  State  officers,  Judges  of  the  Suprenn' and 
District  Courts,  Representative  in  Congress,  and  three  Presid(?ntial  P^lec- 
tors.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  issue  his  j^roclama- 
tion  declaring  tliis  State  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  witli 
the  original  States,  this  Constitution  sliall  thenseforth  be  ordained  and 
established  as  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Nevada. 

Sec.  7. — For  the  purpose  of  taking  the  vote?  of  tlu^  electors  of  said 
Territory  who  may  be  in  the  army  of  tlie  Uniu^d  States,  the  Adjutant- 
Gtmeral  of  said  Territory  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  August  next 
following,  make  out  a  list,  in  alphabetical  ordi^r,  and  deliver  tlu't  same  U) 
the  Governor,  of  the  names  of  all  the  electors,  residents  of  sjiid  T«>rritory, 
who  shall  be  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  stating  the  number  of  the 
regiment,  battalion,  squadron  or  battery,  to  which  he  belongs,  and  also 
the  county  or  township  of  his  residence  in  said  Territory. 

Sec.  8.— The  Governor  shall  classify  and  arranpje  the  aforesaid  returned  list,  and 
shall  make  therefrom  separate  lists  of  the  electors  belonging  to  each  rcf^imeut.  battalion, 
squadron  and  battery,  from  said  Territory,  in  the  service  of  tlie  United  States,  and 
shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  following,  transmit  f)y  mail,  or  otherwise, 
to  the  commanding  oflficer  of  each  regiment,  battalion,  squadron  and  battery,  a  list  of 
the  electors  belonging  thereto,  which  said  list  shall  specify  the  name,  residence  and 
rank  of  each  elector,  and  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  if  to  any,  and  also  the 
county  and  township  to  which  he  belongs,  and  in  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  9. — Between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  and  three  o'clock  p.  M.,  on  each 
of  the  election  days  hereinbefore  named,  a  ballot  box,  or  suitable  receptacle  for  votes, 
shall  be  opened  under  the  immediate  charge  and  direction  of  three  of  the  highest  offl- 
cers  in  command,  for  the  reception  of  votes  from  the  electors  whose  names  are  upon 
said  list,  at  each  place  where  a  regiment,  battalion,  squadron  or  battery  of  soldieag 
from  said  Territory,  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  may  be  on  that  day;  at  which  , 
time  and  place  said  electors  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  for  which,  by 
reason  of  their  residence  in  the  several  counties  in  said  Territory,  they  are  author- 
ized to  vote,  as  fully  as  they  would  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  several  counties  or  town- 
ships in  which  they  reside,  and  the  votes  so  given  by  such  electors,  at  such  time  and 
place,  shall  he  considered,  taken  and  held  to  have  been  given  by  them  in  the  respect- 
ive counties  and  townships  in  which  they  are  resident. 

Sec.  10.— Each  ballot  deposited  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Constitution, 
in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  distinctly  written  or  printed  thereon 
"Constitution,  Yes,"  or  "Constitution,  No,"  or  words  of  a  similar  import;  and  further, 
for  the  electon  of  State  officers.  Supreme  and  District  Judges,  Members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, Representative  in  Congress,  and  three  Presidential  Electors,  the  name  and 
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office  of  th^  person  voted  for  shall  be  plainly  written  or  printed  on  one  piece  of  paper. 
The  name  «*r  each  elector  votings,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  checked  upon  the  said  list,  at  the 
time  of  vo|pig,  by  one  of  the  said  officers  having  charge  of  the  ballot  box.  The  said 
officers  having'charge  of  the  election,  shall  count  the  votes  and  compare  them  with 
the  check e?^^t  immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  ballot  box. 

Sec.  11. — All  the  ballots  cast,  together  with  said  voting  list  checked  a!s  aforesaid, 
shall  be  inwmed lately  sealed  up  and  sent  forthwith  to  the  Governor  of  said  Territory, 
at  Carson  Ci^y,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  by  the  commanding  officer,  who  shall  make  out 
and  certify  duplicate  returns  of  votes  given,  according  to  the  forms  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, seffllup  and  immediately  transmit  the  same  to  the  said  Governor,  at  Carson 
City,  by  majl  or  otherwise,  the  day  following  the  transmission  of  the  ballots  and  the 
voting  lisrCerein  named.  The  said  commanding  officer  shall  also  immediately  trans- 
mit to  th^everal  County  Clerks  in  said  Territory,  an  abstract  of  the  votes  given  at 
the  genei^-election  in  November,  for  county  offi!cers,  marked  "Election  Returns." 

Sec.  ^ — The  form  of  returns  of  votes  to  be  made  by  the  commanding  officer 
to  the  Governpdand  County  Clerks  of  said  Territory,  shall  be  in  substance  as  follows,

(Second  election— for  State  and  other  officers) :

Sec.  13.— The  Governor  of  this  Territory  is  requested  to  furnish  each  commanding 
officer,  within  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  said  Territory,  proper  and  sufficient 
blanks  for  said  returns. 

Sec.  14.— The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  in  regard  to  the  soldiers'  vote  shall 
apply  to  future  elections  under  this  Constitution,  and  be  in  full  force  until  the  Legis- 
lature shall  provide  by  law  by  taking  the  yotes  of  citizens  of  said  Territory  in  the 
.irmy  of  the  United  States. 

Done  in  Convention,  at  Carson  City,  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  the  independence  of  the 
United  States,  the  eighty-ninth,  and  signed  by  the  Delegates. 
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
